THE NAVY LEAGUE AND THE 
DISTURBANCES IN 1HE 
NEW TERRITORY.

In connestiou with the recent distur- 
bances in the New Territory the Hongkong 
Branch of the Navy League is reported to 
-have wired-to the parent Assuciation recom- 
mending, amongst other things, that the 
boundary should be extended to the East 
River. This would bring Great Britain 
close up to Canton an! give us command of 
the Bogue forts. There is, we think, no pros- 
pect of the suggestion being acted upon. In 
the first place, for the colony of Hongkong 
we do not want any such extension of our 
boundaries, and, in the second place, when 
Great Britain goes to Canton she will probably 
go in virtue of a protectorate established over 
the whole ora part of China und toadminister 
the territory in the name of the Emperor of 
China. If, unfortunately, the protectorate 
policy should prove impracticable and an- 

‘’ nexation be forced upon us, we would require 
‘vastly more than the territory _ lying 
between Kowloon and the East River, 
and the taking of- that strip at the 
present moméht would be calculated to preci- 
pale fa scramble in which it is possible 
that British interests in other parts of 
China might suffer. ‘None of the concessions 
recently cbtained {rom China have inter- 
fered with any existing treaty ports, and 
the policy of the British Government has 
been to stave off any such interference. A 
_ good deal has been said about Russian 
“influence at Newchwang, but Newchwang 
remains as-much a treaty port as ever it 
- : was, and as free as ever to the ships ofall the 
Treaty Powers. Great Britain having been 
- careful herself to avoid any appearance of 
“interfering with the treaty ports’ if she

now made the éntrance to Canton British 
waters she would stultify her past policy and 
encourage other nations to take up equival- 
ent positions in respect of other treaty 
ports, Sir Cruaupe MacDonano, in his 
despatch to the Marquess of Saispury 
detailing the course of the negutiations 
respecting the Kowloon Convention, says 
that he explained to the Tsungli Yamen 
that “ the withdrawal of our western frontier 
“somewhat to the eastward is induced 
“by our desire to give no foreign: Power 
‘a pretext for interference with treaty ports 
“or the approaches thereto.” 

Although itis desirable that the integrity 
of China should be maintained if possible, 
we quite anticipate that England sooner or 
later will have to assume the government 
of the greater part of the country, either 
under the form of a protectorate or by 
direct nnnexation. But however events 
may shape themselves in that direction 
it is desirable that Hongkong should main. | 
tain its position as a colony and a free 
port, and that it should not allow itself 
to be relegated to the position of a mere 
dependency or even the nominal capital, 
of the province of Kwangtuitg, even 
though British sovereignty should be 
established over the latter. Thisis a point 
whieh public bodies like the Chamber «f 
Commerce, the China Association, and the 
Navy League would do well to bear in 
mind. There hag been a great deal said 
about the Chinese Customs and the injury 
they are erroneously supposed ta du to the 
trade of Hongkong. Now, nothing can be 
more certain than that if (ireat Britain 
took over the province of Kwangtung she 
would continue the collection of Customs 
duties as one of the principal sources of 
revenue, and in that case much more 
stringent regulations than any we have yet 
had experience of would be enforced to 
prevent goods being smuggled into the 
province from Hongkong, supposing the 
island still to retain its status as a 
colony. To regulations of that kind 
we do not see how any objection could be 
offered. But if Hongkong were incorporat- 
ed as an integral part of the new dominion, 
not only would smuggling be put an end to 
but the colony would itself become the seat 
of a Custom House, and: duty would be 
collected on goods intended for consumption 
in the colony. None of us would like that 
or consider it conducive to our interests. 
While, therefore, we may ndvocate a forward 
policy for Great Britain in China, we believe 
that the particular interests of Hongkong 
will be best cunserved by maintaining its 
present status asa colony and a free port. 
Assuming Chitra to come ander Brittah ad- 
ministration, we would have Hongkong re- 
main as administratively free of the oew 
possession as Ceylon is administratively 
free of India. With the New Territory 
demarcated according to the Hon. J. H. 
Srewart Locknrart’s recommendations 
the colony will have a3 much territory as it 
requires for its development as a co.nmercial 
emporium and industrial centre. Further 
extensions would be oppose: tu, rather than 
conducive to, our local interests.

DASTARDLY MURDER BY THE 
REBELS. 


MORE PARTICULARS OF THE BAT. 
TLE OF CHEUNG TSUN. 
THE PRISONERS BEFORE THE 
MAGISTRATE. 


| HOW THEY WERE CAPTURED. 


26th April. 
At the Magistracy yesterday morning the 
hinterland prisoners were brought before Mr 
T. Sercombe Smith to answer for their delin- 
quencies. Their names are Wan Hong Choi, 
who is a farmer, is 60 years of age, and hails 
from Lung Ah; Chuug Cheung, aged 70, an- 


other farmer, from Lum Tsun; Chung Shan, 


agad 42, gras farmer from the same place; 
and Li To. aged 39, a tinsmith from Am Ho 
village, Tung-kun district. 

T'wo charges were preferred against them. 
They were as follow :— 

I. That they together with divors othor evil- 
disposed persons tothe number of fifty and more, 
on the 17th day of April, 1899, being then armed 
with firearms and other offensive weapons, at 
Pat-heung Pass, British Kowloou, in this 
Colony, unlawfully, riotously and routously did 
assemble and gather together to disturb the 
peace, and being so assembled and gathered 
together armed as aforestid, did then and 
there unlawfully riotonsly and routously 
make a great noise, riot and disturbance, 
and did then and there remain aud coutinue 
armed as aforesaid, making such noise, riot and 
disturbance for the space of an hour and more 
then next following to the great disturbanca 
and terror not only of the liegé subjects of Our 
Lady the Queen there being and residing. but 
of all other the liege subjects of Our said Lady 
the Queen then passing and repassing in-and 
along the Queen's common highway there, in 
contempt of Our said Ludy the Queen and her 
laws, to the evil example of all others in the 
like case offending and against the peace of 
Our Lady the Queen, her crown and dignity, 

1l.—That they on the 17th day of April, 
‘899, being unlawfully assembled together and 
arrayed in warlike manner in a certain public 
street and highway situated in British Kowloon, 
in this Colony, unlawfully and to the great 
terror and disturbance of divers liege subjects 
of our Lady the Queen then and there being 
did make an affray in contempt of Our said 
Lady the Queen.and her laws, to the evil ex- 
ample of all others in the like case offending 
and against the peace of Our Lady the Queen, 
hor crown and dignity. 

Prisoner pleaded not guilty. 

Arthur Leonard Barrett said—I am lieuten- 
ant in the Hongkong Regiment. On the 17th 
inst. the rebels appeared at Taipohu. I ad- 
vanced with a body of.the Hongkong Regiment 
under Cuptain Berger. We drove the rebels as 


far as Pat Heung Pass, on the top of which { 


they took up their position. Woe came into 
action again with them over the Pass, where 


they-scattered. The action at the Pass lasted | 


from about 5 p.m. till a little after 6 p.m. 
When we got to the bottom height Goolistan, a 
member of the regiment, brought up a man 
who I think is the third defendant as a prisoner 
and handed to me a German-made revolver aod 
four loaded cartridges. The first defendant 
was also broaght in by I think Havildar Jumra. 
Khan. The second and fourth defendants were 
also brought in by men of the regiment. Next 
morning all four were sent as prisoners -to 
Taipohu. 

Captain Superintendent May said—I would 
ask your Worship to grant a remand for a week. 
I understand that two of the witnesses are a 
considerable distance up country. : 

His Worship—I will remand the cise for a 
week, and if you are ready to go on before that, 
which I think it is advisable to do, I shall do so.

Field Force, 
joined Captain Bergorat Cheung Tsun, Atthree - 
o'clock in the afternoon the Chinese advanced - 
to attack the force at Piang Shan. .-As far as can 

be ascertained now that force was composed of the 
force which Captain Berger had defeated the 
previous day—and which was probably a Taipo | 
force—and forces from Kam Tin Loong, | 
Piang Shan, and Ha ‘T'sun. Tho forces 
from the two last-named villages were the forces 
which had occupied Castle Peak and fired on 
Mr. G. H. Potts and party the previous San- 
day. It was summoned from Castle Peak on 
the Tuesday morning to reinforce the other 
forces mentioned so as to join the attack on 
the British. ‘The Chinese say that the rebels - 
numbered no less than 2,6U0 men, and they - 
were very confident of success. [he fight, there- 
fore, was a very important one, because tite two 
companies of the Hongkong Regiment had 
opposed to them the whole of the rebel forea, 
and there is no donbt that it was the crushing 
defeat inflicted upon the latter which brought 

the campaign to such a speedy vonclusion. 

The Chinese advanced in skirmishing order, 
covering a front of a mile and a half or two 
miles in exteat. ‘They showed the greatest 
cuurage, sticking to their guns and keeping up 
a heavy fire-till Uwo companies of-the Hongkong 
Regiment, led by Captain Berger and Lieut- 
enunt Barrett, assumed the’ olfensive. Here 
the country is perfectly flat, intersected ' 
by a water-conrsy and some broken ‘ground, 
which afforded the Chinese good cover. 
Culouel The O'Gorman, Captain Berger, 
and Lieutenant Barrett. are to be con 
gratulated on the decisive victory obtained} 

a victory which reflected the greatest 
credit on all concerned. The regiment was 
handled in a very able manner, and showed the 7 
greatest dash and steadiness under fire, soon 
dispersing the rebsls wien led forward by 2 
their officers, notwithstanding the partmacity eis 
of those opposed to them:

Shortly after the arrival of the troops at 
Piang Shan the widow of a Chinaman: who 
resided in the Valley and who had undertaken 
to post up the proclamation of His Excellency 
the Governor, came into the camp, and com- 
plained that her husband had. been murdered. at 
Piang Shan on the 17th instant. It appeared 
that when the man arrived in the village to 
post the proclamation he was set upon by a 
crowd of persons and severely beaten. Ho was 
then placed against a wall and fired at, his 
diabolical tormeators, however, with a view to 
prolonging his agony, taking care not to shoot 
him in any vital part. He was then put in a 
crate in which the Chinese carry pigs, thrown 
into the river, and drowned, the crate and the 
body being subsequently recovered by the troops. .

‘ _ fiasco they are lamenting is really due. The 
value of the Viceroy’s promises was seon in 
the fact that three days after the Governor's 
visit to him, the small body of Sikhs that had been 
sent to Mirs Bay was stoned, and the matshed 
that had been erected for their accommodation 
was burned down, on which some troops were 
sent in the tarpkdo-boat Whiting. Of course 
a strong force ought to have been sent in the 
first. instance; it was provoking opposition to 
only a few Sikh policemen, and this Mr. Lock--| 

_ hart ought to have known ; besides which, every 
little success on the part of the oppeuents of the 
new regime was certain to encourage their op- 
position. On the 9th of April we learnt that 
the British flag was to be hoisted at Taipoha 
last Monday—which was to be a general holi- 
day—with a grand ceremonial, all arms of the 
service at Hongkong as well as the Volunteets 
being represented. The big river steamer /Jan- 
kow was to take the Governor and some two 
hundred invited guests, another steamer was to 
take a large party of spectators, and -dthers in- 
tented going overlund. This programme, hav- 
ing bevn prepared, should have been strictly 
adhered to; it was most important that the new 
subjects of the Queen, as well as the old 
ones, should have been shown that when the 
British authorities came to a decision. they 
meant to stick to it. But a little Chinese 
Opposition was evidently too much for 
Sir Henry Blake and -his advisers. On 
the 15th our correspondent telegraphed us 
thut,the mat-sheds at ‘laipohu had been burned 
down again—we should have thought that 
after this had occurred once, a sufficient force 

would' have been sent vo prevent a repetition 
of the ouwtrage,—the police who arrived at 
Taipohu on Saturday to prepare for the cere- 
mony ou one) were fired on and returned 
the fire, and the Hongkong Regiment, coming 
“overland took part in the engagement, and the 
Chinese, of course, retreated, without any 
loss of life.

AN EXPLANATION. 


We learn that the explanation of the re- 
cent. serious attacks by Chinese troops on 
the British officials and-forces at -Kowloon is 
contained in the fact that Peking gave the 
Viceroy of the Kwang proviuces no orders 
regarding the leasing of the Kowloon territory 
or its handing over to the British authori- 
ties. When tLe Governor of Hongkong re- 
cently paid his most unfortunate visit to 
the Viceroy and told him he was going to 
take possession of the territory, the Viceroy 
replied that he had no orders to allow euch a 
proceeding and begged the Governor to procure 
him explicit orders from Peking on the subject, 
otherwise he would be bound to resist the taking 
over of any part of Kowloon by the British. 
We believe Sir Henry Bluke promised he would 
attend to the Viceroy's request, but he does not 
appear to have taken sny further trouble in the 
matter and no application was made by the 
British Legation in Peking to the Chinese Go- 
vernment that such orders should be sent to the 
Canton Viceroy, who appears to have according: 
ly kept his vow to resist the coming of the 
British by such force as he could muster.—

the issue which his lordship had to'try., He 
thought it might shortly be put in this way— 
the question was whether or not’ the dooument 
signed by defeudants on the 17th June, 1397, 
and that document alone, was to be regarded 
by his lordship in the present case.

Boetoré the order was sent home 
the people who wished to advertise signed a con- 
tract.. The contract produced was the original 
contract signed by defendants. It was impos- 
sible to-carry out the work locally, and ‘he. 
thought évery advertiser know that. It had to 
go home to England. Defendants’ advertisement 
was to appear on space No. 13, series A. There 
were three sheets—series A, B, and C. Eaeh 
sheét was divided into a certain number of 
spaces, the prices for the different spaces varying 
Photographs of the premises of the advertisers 
were taken, and defendants’ advertisement was 
in accordance with the copy sent in by defen- 
_ dante. Mr. Parker had left the colony. He 
believed he left in July, 1897. Sheet “A” came 
towards the beginning of 1898. “B" and “C" 
shee(s came a month or two afterwards, and 
they were delivered. An art supplement was 
also issued by the Straits sip the work 
being done by the same peoples and when he 
received the Straits Times supplement: towards 
thé end of 1897 he telegraphed home saying he 
wanted something very much superior. The 
_ Sheats produced were issued from ‘the Straits 
Times Office. The Duily Press Art Supple- 
ment was issued in the beginning of July, 1898, 
being seut out |with a daily issus and a weekly 
issne of the paper, and defendants refused to 
accept the Art Supplement or to pay for their 
advertisement. It was not true that the greater 
number of the advertisers had refused to pay, 
$10,009 out of $15,900 having been paid 
Originally there were te be four colours, but 
after seuing the Siagipore supplement they 
telegraphed home to the effvot that there must 
be no limit as {0 colours, aud iu consequence 
the expense to him and Mr. Cox had been 
greater. [ft they got in the whole of the 
$15, 90 they would just about cover expanses. 
On bein cross-examined by Mr. Franaie, wit- 
ness said 3.500 copies of the Art Supplement 
were received, aud it was arranged that others 
could be ordered if required. 
No other witness being called, 
Mr. Francis said he did not propose to 
‘ any evidence, so his friend might sum up. 
Mr.Pollook, insamming up, said that the rather 
highly-coloured statemeuts in the red pamphlet 
so much dwelt upon by his learned friend could 
not be considered as forming a contract between 
the parties.

In a trade ad- 
vertisement of this kind the main object was: 
’ that an advertiser's business should be repre:

tion of the business of Messra, Watkins & 
Co.,* and therefore that the object for which 
:. @efendants ordered:this advertisement had been 
amply fulfilled.- [t was not pretended for one 
moment :that’ this advertisement was not in- 
accordance with the. sample of what Messrs. 
Watkins wanted inserted. The words Diamond 
Jubible Year did not appear in the contract. and 
this advertissment ‘was. equally as valuable to 
defendants although: it did not appear until

They 
had to refer to something else, and he contended 
that the prospectus which had been put in and 
the advertisements must necessarily be read 
together, Tho main question for his lordship’s 
consideration was—waving the question as to 
whether the art supplement was artistic or not 
—whether the art supplement issued by the 
‘Daily Press was the thing which was described 
in the advertisements and prospectus, and in 
which Watkins and Co. gave tho order for 
their advertisement to be inserted. If it 
was not, their order had not been carried out, 
and they were not liable to pay one cent. Mr. 
Francis contended that according to the pam- 
phlet and the advertisements the art supple- 
ment should have been isgued during Jubilee 
year for distribution by the advertisers to their 
constituency as a sonvenir of the Jubilee year, 
and that as this intention had not been carried 
out defendants were not liable. 

His Lordship, in giving judgment, ssid that 
abont the middle of 1897 Mr. Wellesley Parker 
came into the colony with a achome which had 
apparently met with some success in various 


‘parts of the world. The scheme was to issne 


an art suyplemeat containing a namber of 
photographs, and Mr. Parker entered into an 
agreement with plaintiffs to issue one. By way 
of exploiting the scheme circulars and adver- 
tisements appeared, and after that defendants 
sigued what be would call a letter on the 17th 
Jane, 1897, authorising plaintiffs tosupply them 
with 50 copies of this partioular series, series A, 
and agreed to pay thum $300. He had not the 
slightest doubt that at the time that letter 
was signed both. parties intended that 
certain stipulations contained in the advertise. 
ments and pamphlet as to circulation and time 
were to be ivcorporated in the order. His own 
opinicn was that these previous conditions ought 
to ba incorporated in aad form part of the docn- 
ment of the [7th June, but be did not want to 
bass his decision on that at all. What 
huppened atterwards ? Plaintiffs, acting with 
the very best intantion, cama to the conclusion 
that the work was not going to be of so satis- 
facto -y a character ag they desired, and they 
decided to have the work remodelled and re-done 
at yreat expense to themeelves, The work at any 
rate did not get out hore until the middle of May, 
1898, and the witness stated that defendants 
did not get their copies until July. But it 
must be remembered that in Maroh, 1898, 
defendants repudiated the arrangement on the 
ground that the supplement arrived too late. 
The real question to bis mind seemed’ not 
so much whether the provisions and stipula- 
tions of the advertisements and pamphlet 


were incorporated in the order of June 17th,: 


but whether after a delay of nine months de- 
fendants were not entitled to repudiate the 
contract. He could not help thinking that if 
at the end of nine months a persou did not 
receive anything from home that he had ordered 
he would be entitled to repudiate the contract. 
He thought defendants were right in repudiat- 
ing the contract in March, under the circum- 
stances, and there would-be judgment for 
defendants with costs.

so Manila, 21st April. 

' To-day an army of 2,500 men has been con- 
centrating at La Loma Church, on the north side 
of Manila. All the afternoon the streets have 
been filled with soldiers, and hundreds of carts 
loaded with provisions and baggage on their 
way to the outskirts of the town. It is barely 
possible that a move will be made to-night pro- 
viding the troops arrive promptly, but the: big 
advance will be made in the morning in the 
direction of Novaliches. This same Novaliches 
was the objective point of a former expedition 
- under General McArthur, but owing to un- 
foreseen difficulties it was not reached. Several 
miles of the surrounding conntry to be fought 
over have already been taken, but when the 
Americans withdrew the natives came back and 
occupied the old positions. 

Major-General Lawton is in command of the 
-present expedition, and, as his campaign on the 
lake shore amply demonstrated, he is a most 
energetic and skilful commander, and con- 
siderable territory may be expected to be 
covered in a short space of time. The men 
. have been rationed with the lightest possible 
' equipment so as to facilitate rapid manwurring. 
' General McArthur, who is located with some 
6,000 troops in the vicinity of Malolos, will in 
- all probability begin an advance on Calumpit 
as soon as General Lawton has attained the 
desired position. Those who know the plan of 
compaign are past masters in secrecy, and 
nothing absolutely definite can be stated at this 
time. 

SPANISH GUNBOATS FOR MANILA. 

Yesterday morning thirteen small Spanish 
gunboats, conroyed up from Mindanao by the 

Concord and Petrel, arrived in the harbour. 

They were bought by a private individual, 

presumably under arrangement with. the Am. 
erican Government. While in southern waters 
- the Filipinos boarded all the boats and looted 
everything in the shape of machine guns, 
canooris, and small armsathus making a valuable 
addition to their limited supply. The C. M. 
Co.'s steamer Butuan was held up and looted 
in the same manner while anchored near the 
gunbouts.

‘a General in the Insurgent army, and hence 
his unfriendly attitude toward Rosales.

‘Rosales, and it is expected that'the commission- 
ers will begin their negotiations before the 
fighting comes too close to Calumpit.

HONGKONG SANITARY BOARD.

A meeting of the Hongkong Sanitary Board - 


was held on the 27th April. The President 
(Dr. J. M. Atkinson, Principal Civil Medical 
Officer) occupied the chair, and there were also 
present the Vice-President(the Hon. F. H. May, 
Captain Superintendent of Police), the Hon. 
R. D. Ormshy (Director of Public Works), 
Mr. A. W. Brewin (Acting Registrar General), 
Mr. E. Osborne, Dr. Clark (Medical Officer 
of Health), and Mr. C. W. Duggan (Seoretary). 
Mr. C. V. Ladds (Colonial Veterinary Surgeon) 
was also present. 

THE CHIEF INSPECTOR OF NUISANCES. 

In consequence of the delay in the appoint- 
ment of Chief Inspector of Nuisances, a telegram 
of enqniry was sent home, and the following 
reply was received. “ Have offered appointment 
to candidate who if medically fit will sail early. 

‘THE BUBONIC PLAGUE. 


A return from Bombay city showed that on | 


the 27th March 20. cases of bubonic plague 
were reported and 177 deaths. : 

Her Majesty's Consul at Taiwan, Formosa, 
reported that from March 28th to April 3rd, 
both dates included, 256 cases of plague were 
reported in the prefecture, there being 180 
deaths and 21 recoveries. From Jan. 7th to 
April 3rd there were 973 cases, there being 645 
deaths and 73 recoveries. 

Her Majesty's Consul at Tamsui reported 
that since the outbreak last year there had been 
39 cases of plague in the port, three being 
Japanese and 36 natives. Of these 30 had died; 
three had recovered, and six wore still (April 
11th) under treatment. 

LIME-WASHING. 

Mr. Osporne proposed that proceedings be 
taken agaiust the owners of tenements in the 
Central District who had not whitewashed 
their premises on the first of May. : 

The Hon. R. D. Onmssy seconded, and the 
motion was carried. — 

MORE CASES OF RINDKRPEST, 

The SrEcRETARY read a report from Mr. 
Ladds to the effect that another outbreak of 
rinderpest had taken place among Mr. Ken- 
nedy's cattle. Forty-four of his animals were 
housed in a shed at Kowloon, about 150 vards 
from Mr. Chater’s bungalow. OF these four 
showed symptons of the disease. He recom- 
amended the slaughter and burial of the whole 
number. 

On the motion of Dr. CuaRt, seconded by the 
PrestDEent, the shed in question was declared 
infected with rinderpest. : 

On the motion of the VICE-PRESIDENT, 
seconded by Mr. OsBorng, it was decided to 
slaughter the four diseased cattle forthwith, 
and to authorise the Colonial Veterinary Sur- 
geon to slaughter any of the remainder which 
showed signs of the disease. : 

This was all the business.

SI! ROBEKT HARI’S PROPOSALS 
kA TUL KOWLOU\ CUSIONS.

The following despatch from Sir Robert 
Hart to Sir Claude MacDonald is published in 


the recently-issued China Blue Book :— 


Inspectorate General of Customs, Peking, 
June 27th, 1898. 

Sir,—I have the honour to acknowledge re- 

ceipt of your Excellency’s despatch of the 24th 


_ June, informing me that you have received a 


conimuuication from Her Majesty’s Secrotary 
of State for Foreign Affairs, asking you, in 
view of the recent leasing to Great Britain of 
part of Kowloon peninsula and the adjacent 
islands, what arrangements the [mperial Mari- 
time. Customs of China would propose, and 
where stations would be placed. aud in reply to 
state’ in the following numbered paragraphs 
what, in my opinion, will be necessary in and 
around Hongkong and its new territory to safe- 
guard the revenue interests of China, a task 
which will be made in consequence of the in- 
creased area to be looked after, both onerous 
aud expensive. 

The proposals are made in the belief that 
Her Majesty's Government. desire to give 
China liberal and susiained support in the pro- 
tection of her revenne in thut neighbourhood. 

1. The right of the Chinese Customs to 
maintain its office in Hongkong, where it is 
now only unoffio‘ally acknowledged, ought to 
be formally admitted, and the statas of the 
Commissioner of Customs as a Chinese official 
recoguisad. : 

The existing sub-stations at Changchow, 
Capsuimoon, Lai-chee-kok, and Fotochow ought 
to be maintained as at present, although they 
are in the leased territory. If it should be 
found that other statious are required they may 
be instituted. 

2.—'T'he Chinese Customs at Hongkong shall 
have the rifh* there to collect duty and likin 
on.any opium and similarly dues and duties on 
general cargo shipped on any native vessel to or 
from China. he Customs ought algo to have 
the right to one or more special jetties in 
proximity.to.juok anchorages at which cargo 
may be examined and verified. 
~3.—The. Chineso Customs craisers aud 
launches may continue to exercise their func- 
tions wituin the waters of the leased territory.

-7.—No arms, munitions of war, or contraband 
goods may be shipped on any vessel proceeding 
toa Chinese port in Hongkong or its waters, 
without a permit issued or countersigned. by 
the Chinese Customs, 

8.—The Hongkong Government shall pass 
such legislation as may be necessary to give 
effect to the above provisions. 

The above-numbered paragraphs are put 
forward merely to represent what 1 consider 
it proper should be done at Hongkong to 

meet Chinese revenue requirements. I may, 
however, express the opinion that the sys- 
tem it provides for and ‘more especially thé 


recognized presence of a fully authorized 


Chinese Customs at Hongkong, gives promise 
of enabling measures to be taken which will 
make the working of the West River trade, 
especially at those places‘of call to geawards of 
the first port (Samshiui) considerably easier than 
at present ; also, of securing arrangements which 
might facilitate the trade anticipated to grow 
up under the new inland steam navigation rules. 
In both respects arything which may be pos- 
sible—and without a custom-house I do not see 
that much will be possible—is sure to redound 
to the commercial advantage of the Colony as 
well as of the Chinese trade. On this point, how- 
ever, the occasion does not call upon me to say 
more at present. :

Srex.—In reading over Sir Robert Hart’s 
proposals re the Kowloon Customs one is struck 
with the modesty which is so characteristic of 
the man. The residents of this colony will also 
feel thankful to observe the moderation of the 
demands made. : a 

The proposals are introduced by the remark, 
that he believes that Her Majesty's Govern- 
ment desires to give China liberal and sustained 
support in the protection of her revenue, and it 
will be necessary to keep this remark well in 
mind in studying the proposals advanced, 

First proposal is that the Customs Office in 
this colony be officially recognized’ and the 
status of the Commissioner as a Chinese official 
be recognized ; also, that the Customs stations 
at Changchow, Capsuimoon, Laichikok, and 
Fotochow be maintained as at present, and 
that other stations may be opened as required. 
We way first remark that Laichikok collects 
no revenue, bat is the residence of the Kowloon 
Harbour Master. save the mark, and the site 
of the Commissioner's (Collector of Customs 
would be more correct) summer picnicking 
bungalow. An officer is stationed here to look 
after these two erections. 

Residents would be prepared to acknowleda 
the Commissioner's. status as a Chinese official, 
und knowing something of the ways of Chinese 
officials would strongly recommend that he be 
ejected from the colony forthwith. As to his 
right to keep an office in the centre of the 
colony, it 1s difficult to perceive in what way 
that will safeguard the Chinese revenue, unless 
he is going to levy blackmail on the Uhinese 
merchants, and on the European merchants 
through the former, or try to subborn our 
officials into doing his bidding by a liberal 
use of that entertaining allowance which Sir 
Robert so readily disburses for the furtherance 
of the objects which he has in view. 

Second proposal claims the right of levying 
dues on all goods in the Colony destined for 
China, and demands the giving over of a number 
of jetties in the centre of the town to this 
benevolent institution which is to be forced on 
us. As we have no Custom-house of our own 
we shall, of course, welcome this providing us 
with what we lack for the due promotion of 
trade. 

Third proposal is that Custom cruisers shall 
have the free run of the waters of the Colony 
I would remark that we might improve this, 
and suggest that they may be pnt at the dis- 
posal of submissive officials to be used for 
bathing parties and picnics, provided said : of- 
ficials behave themselves with due deference to 
their superiors, the members of the Customs 
staff, 

Fourth proposal regarding opium can be later 
on construed to allow of the Customs searching 
dwelling-houses and sezing opium illegally 
prepared, so we shall have a double staff of 
opium detectives, those of the Opium Farmer 
and, also, the Customs article. 

Fifth proposal is to compel us to maintain 
the, system of farming the opium revenne, with 
the perpetuation of its abuses, a thing we have 
been so anxious to discontinue for 4 more desir- 
able system. Here, again, also, we have the 
omnipotent Chinese Customs officials inspecting 
and supervising our revenue. Some of the said 
inspecting officers will have a grand opportunity 
to grow fat ou what they fail to see. 

Sixth proposal calls for no comment beyond 
those as to No. 5, bat both proposals are 
quite unnecessary in view of the fact that 
the British Government prupose to take 
steps to collect tho opium ravenne themselves, 
for the Chinese Government. Possibly the 
Chinese Government is to supervise them in 
this and other duties 

Seventh proposal is uncalled for, considering 
the présent arrangements in force for prevent- 
ing the smuggling of arms. How about the 
arms supplied by the Chinese Government to 
the ‘Tungkun invaders and the secret encour- 
agement they received ? :

Singapore, 12th April. 
One of the most important shipping “ deals ” 
that have been carried out for years in Sin- 
gapore has just been completed. eleven ships 
forming the Bast India Ocean SS. Company's 


. Syndicate. The ships of this Company run-

First, we find: our great Companies engaged 
ia an insane struggle and carrying cargo al 
7/6 and even 5/ per ‘ton, ridiculous rates 
barely sufficient to cover their canal dues. 
Then they go to the other extreme, and by 
means of a ring called the “Conference,” 
force rates to 35/ and 42/6 for the bulk of 
the cargo shipped from here, and corres- 
ponding rates for cargo from Europe. Having 
finally established rates which are too high, and 
leave unduly handsome profits, our shipowners 
find the Germans sending out whole fleets of 
great modern steamers to capture the bulk of 
the trade. Look at what is now being done by 
the fleets of the North German Lloyd. the 
Hamburg American, aud the ‘German Austra- 
lian lines! The tonnage statistcs for the latter 
half of this year will posseas a very painful in- 
terest for those of us who care for out shipping 
interests or like to see our familiar red ensign 
floating in tho breeze wherever they go. 

The lessons conveyed by the acquisition by 
the Germans of Holt’s local fleet should be 
studied by all and sundry. and more especially 
by wealthy shipowners and tho-e in high places. 
Lt our ship-owners are incapable of dealing 
with foreign competition and pceefer to transfer 
their steamers to the stranger, the nation at 
large may as well folluw suit and sel out the 
British Navy at decent prices. because it really 
looks as if presently we shall not have much of 
a mercantile marine for our battleships and 
cruisers to protect.— Free Press.
